“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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The Tribulation Period 


In studying prophecy there is much 
stress put on the second coming of 
Christ. Sometimes we forget there is one 
other person who is to make his appear- 
ance under the guise of peace that thou- 
sands confuse with the coming of Christ. 
This person is known as Antichrist. He is 
sometimes referred to as Satan but this 
reterence is a mistake, he is not Satan but 
is actuated by Satan himself and _ is 
Satan’s greatest representative. He is the 
one person in whom the spirit of the 
devil dwells and Satan uses him as his 
masterpiece to defeat God’s plan of re- 
demption and to overthrow and stamp 
out every trace of the love of Christ that 
is planted in our hearts by the Holy 
Ghost. This is a mysterious and terrible 
personage that shall be revealed in the 
last times. He is called by different 
names and it is only by careful examina- 
tion and comparison of these names that 
we can understand who is referred to. 
REFERENCE TO HIM IN THE OLD 

TESTAMENT 

Dan. 7:8, “I considered the horns, and, 
behold, there came up among them an- 
other little horn, before whom there were 
three of the first horns plucked up by 
the roots: and, behold, in this horn were 
eyes like the eyes of man, and a mouth 
speaking great things.” 

History gives an account of the de- 
struction of the kingdom of Alexandria. 
He had conquered almost the known 
world and finally died drunk. His king- 
dom was divided among four of his gen- 
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erals. After the dividing of this king- 
dom there was one who became strong 
and more powerful than the others. It 
seems that they allied two and two. 
One weakened down and _ the other 
one took his part of the kingdom. In the 
process of time there was one great gen- 
eral who seemed to be master and he fin- 
ally put down the other three. 

Dan. 8:8-14 gives a description of this 
great king who had conquered the whole 
earth but when he became strong his horn 
was broken and for it came up four lit- 
tle horns and out of one of them came 
forth one little horn that waxed exceed- 
ingly great toward the south, and toward 
the east, and toward the pleasant land. 
This little horn represents a personage 
who came on the scene one hundred and 
seventy-five years before Christ. He was 
the greatest persecutor of the Jews ever 
known. It is said that he killed 40,000 
Jews in and around the temple and ban- 
ished 40,000, and was known as Anti- 
ochus Epiphanes. He is believed by many 
to be Antichrist. At least, he certainly 
is a type of Antichrist and there is yet 
to come one who will answer his descrip- 
tion and persecute the Christians who 
are left after the rapture. 

Dan 8:23-25, “And in the latter time 
of their kingdom, when the transgressors 
are come to the full, a king of fierce 
countenance, and understanding dark 
sentences, shall stand up. And his power 
shall be mighty, but not by his own pow- 
er: and he shall destroy wonderfully, and 


shall prosper, and practice, and shall de- 
stroy the mighty and the holy people. 
And through his policy also he shall 
cause craft to prosper in his hand; and 
he shall magnify himself in his heart, and 
by peace shall destroy many: he shall al- 
so stand up against the Prince of princes; 
but he shall be broken without hand.” 

These verses describe the power Anti- 
christ will have to solve the problems 
that are now confronting this world. He 
will be able to satisfy the craftsmen in 
every nation, and make everything pros- 
per. This is the man that the coming ot 
Jesus will have power to destroy, and 
Christ will set up a thousand years’ 
reign. 

Dan, 7:13, 14 describes Jesus’ coming 
and the destruction of Antichrist. 

TRIBULATION WEEK 

Dan. 9:20-27 describes Daniel’s vision. 
Seventy weeks was determined upon 
God’s people, the Jews. In forty-nine 
weeks (seven years) the Jews were to re- 
turn from their Babylonian captivity. Ac- 
cording to history and scripture this has 
taken place. It was sixty-two weeks (434 
years) from the time of their return un- 


til the crucifixion of Jesus. All Bible 
scholars know that this actually took 
place according to prophecy. From the 


crucifixion of Jesus until the rapture is 
known as an indeterminate period. 

Dan. 9:26 (latter clause), “And the 
end thereof shall be with a flood, and 
unto the end of the war desolations are

James 5:16, “Confess your faults one 
to another, and pray one for another, that 
ye may be healed. The effectual fervent 
prayer of a righteous man availeth 
much.” 

I am so glad to know that some one 
prayed for me the effectual fervent 
prayer that touched God’s great kind 
heart. There’s no doubt in my mind but 
that others’ prayers have helped me many 
times to overcome the fiery trials of the 
enemy.

Deeper Salvation Experiences 
Needed 


What we mean by a deeper experience 
is a bigger, better spiritual life; a greater 
degree of God’s presence and blessing in 
the heart and life; a closer application to 
all the things that He enjoins upon His 
followers. Faith, love, humility, true de- 
votion to the Lord, and all that goes to 
constitute true Christian character are at 
too low an ebb among us. We live too 
far from the source of our supply of 
grace. There needs to be a drawing near- 
er to God and a closer union with Him 
in the power of the Spirit. This need ap- 
pears: 

1. In the ministry. That we all need 
a deeper consecration, a closer con- 
formity to God’s Word, a more intense 
prayer life, a greater burden for souls, 
and the spiritual interest and progress ot 
the cause of Christ in general, none can 
deny. The progress of the Church is up 
to us. A tree has its tender growth, blos- 
som, and fruit in the top, and at the 
ends of the branches, and it is here that 
it begins to die. So it is with the Church. 
When the ministers, its highest order of 
members, become fruitless and dead the 
church weakens and dies. No church ever 
progresses beyond its ministry. While 
there is a Moses, Samuel, Nehemiah, Paul, 
or a Wesley, rhe truth of God goes for- 
ward, but without leadership God’s hosts 
get nowhere. Then to your knees, to your 
knees, O gospel ministers! 

2. In the Church officials. Church 
boards, councils, and deacons, should be 
the backbone of the Church spiritually. 
When the Twelve said, ‘Wherefore, 
brethren, look ye out among you seven 
men of honest report, full of the Holy 
Ghost and wisdom, whom ye may appoint 
over this business” (Acts 6:1-8), was it 
not for the purpose of making their min- 
istry more effective, and that the work 
of the entire Church might be carried 
forward more vigorously and successful- 
ly? When church officials become dic- 
tatorial, self-centered, and get out of the 
Spirit, they are often a hindrance and a 
nuisance instead of being a help. How 
much it would help the spirit of the 
whole Church if we had an intense re- 
vival of deep spiritual blessing and Holy 
Ghost power in the ranks of the deacons 
and church boards. 

3. In the church exercises and pro- 
grams there is room for improvement. In 
many ‘cases they could be conducted in a 


way to make them more spiritual— that 
is, a means of more help and blessing to 
those present. If our worship services are 
for the purpose of meeting God and of 
improving our relations to Him, then all 
that we can do to make God and His 
grace real to the people should be done— 
and that which hinders this object should 
be omitted. God will give wisdom and 
guidance on this line. 


4. In the Church music and singing 
there is room for improvement. I mean 
that there is a need of weeding out and 
rejecting certain kinds of music and sing- 
ing from our spiritual services, if we ex- 
pect God to work among us, and _ to 
develop in us that deeper, higher type of 
spiritual life, with the blessing and pow- 
ex in which we profess to believe. Not 
all religious songs and singing are spirit- 
ual, Ours should be. We should always 
endeavor to make them so always. 

§. The laity in general needs a deepen- 
ing on all spiritual lines, not merely more 
outward demonstration, but that inner 
heart improvement which is back of all 
true, spiritual demonstration. Prayer, 
more prayer, with great humility and 
confession before God will help. Let us 
leave nothing undone that will help to 
bring about a move toward this. We 
should all work to that end. There is 
need of a great, deep, scriptural, Holy 
Ghost revival everywhere. The key to 
that revival is in our hands. Will we 
use it? Prayer, faith, and obedience, 4 
sufficient amount of these will bring 
a revival, 

6. When this great deepening revival 
comes there will be more power and in- 
fluence to reach out after men and wom- 
en about us. Jacob’s prevailing prayer 
meant “power with God and man.” 
Pentecost meant a satisfying portion for 
those receiving the Holy Ghost, and 
power to speed the message of life on to 
others. God is depending on His people 
to carry the message of life to the lost 
world. How well we are saved ourselves 
will determine our success in reaching 
others.

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AT THE CROSSROADS OF 
THE WORLD 
By J. H. INGRAM 


This writing finds me in Panama—the 
crossroads of the world, having cleared 
Mexico, Guatemala and El Salvador, in 
the course of my second world-mission 
tour. 


Brother J. H. Walker, the General 
Overseer, accompanied me as far as 
Guatemala, Central America. Although 
I have known Brother Walker for sev- 
eral years, this was my first opportunity 
to be directly associated with him in the 
work. I found him to be a very humble 
man. He, also, is a good mixer—using 
tact in contacting new people—which, 
combined with a good personality, makes 
for a splendid traveling companion in 
the gospel. I was only too sorry that he 
could not continue with me on my other 
globe-girdling tour. 

It is approximately 4,500 miles from 
Cleveland, Tenn. to our mission head- 
quarters in Totonicapan, Guatemala, C. 
A., that is, by rail. I believe Brother 
Walker was seven days and eight nights 
continually traveling by express train to 
complete the trip. I was six days and 
nights going from California. So no one 
will get Central America confused with 
the Central U. S. Brother Walker said to 
me, after traveling several days, ‘“My! 
it’s a long way down here; it did not look 
so far on the map.” 

The trip was a most interesting and 
varied one, as respects the scenery. The 
route followed took a zigzag course 
touching both oceans at different places. 
First, we were traversing hot tropical 
plains by the sea, then up into the 
mountains—some of them more than 
18,000 feet high—to view the land of 
the eternal snows. Next thing we know, 
down, down, down we go, until the train 
is soon passing through dense _ tropical 
jungles—a veritable paradise for wild 
life. Then once again we ascend into the 
vast mountain reaches, this time passing 
burning volcanos—especially the mighty 
smoking “Santa Maria” that might well 
remind one of “the gates of hell.” There 
are numerous hot springs on all sides, 
with hundreds of the natives washing 
clothes and bathing almost nude. Arriv- 
ing at our principal mission station in 
Totonicapan, we are up near the 9,000 
foot level, and surrounded by big pine 
forests, with icy cold streams plunging 
down the deep gorges in torrents. Strange 
enough, we suffered with cold, though 


way down here in the Torrid Zone. It is 
the elevation above the mean sea level, 
of course, that accounts for the abrupt 
climate change in this instance. The days 
were very pleasant, but the nights were 
cool, often cold. 
A SUCCESSFUL TRIP 

The trip to-date has been a success- 
ful one, though the enemy has contrived 
in many ways to prevent any good com- 
ing out of it. To begin with both of us 
were sick with colds, and having to sit 
up so many nights on the road and eat- 
ing native food most of the way, made it 
harder. Had I obeyed my feelings 
I would have returned with Brother 
Walker to the States. Also, I have had 
difficulty in getting passage on the Eu- 
ropean section of my trip, on account of 
so many people going to England for the 
Coronation of King George VI. Then 
there was a problem getting passport 
visas, etc., to enter the various countries, 
adjustment of fares involved and a doz- 
en other things to hinder, it seemed. 
However, the Lord has undertaken in a 
special way, and often blessings have 
come disguised as trials. 


Our first stop was a brief call at the 
mission in Nogales, Arizona-Mexico 
where we joined in with a few of our 
folks who met for prayer while waiting 
for the train to leave. 


From here we went to our mission 
headquarters in Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, 
where we spent a few days in meeting. 
A number of the people from the out- 
stations met with us, and we enjoyed 
great blessings from the presence of the 
Lord. The people were greatly blessed 
through the visit of the General Over- 
seer. I think three received the Holy 
Ghost during the time. Our next stop 
was in Mexico City where the writer de- 
livered two messages in Spanish and acted 
as interpreter for Brother Walker, who 
was greatly blessed in giving out the 
Word. The power of the Lord came down 
upon us in such a manner that we could 
scarcely talk in English or Spanish, we 
were so filled with the ecstatic praises of 
God. Brother Walker was often moved 
to tears throughout the trip, he was so 
impressed by the moving of God’s Spirit 
in the midst of these dear people of Latin 
America. 


Brother Walker spent nine days witn 
us in Guatemala, visiting a number of 
our missions before sailing for the U. S. 
Just like Sister Atkinson and _ Brother 
Gonzales and others in Mexico, Brother 
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and Sister Furman, our missionaries, as 
well as our native brethren, seemingly 
did everything possible to make our stay 
not only pleasant, but profitable. One 
thing noticeable was the wonderful unity 
that prevailed. The people there surely 
love Brother and Sister Furman, and all 
together they seem ready to make any 
sacrifice to see the work go. It was a 
novel sight indeed, with four of us on 
the floor at the same time, reading and 
preaching on the same subject in three 
languages. For example, Brother Walker 
was preaching in English, with the writer 
reading the Spanish text and with Broth- 
er Furman interpreting in Spanish, while 
Don Jose Maria Enriquez passed it on to 
the people in the Quiche dialect. Our 
work being largely among the aborigines 
made it all the harder to carry on 
the work of evangelism, but God is help- 
ing us in a great way. For although the 
work of the Church of God is hardly 
three years old, we have in round num- 
bers a thousand members. We are all 
united in our faith that great and last- 
ing good will come from this visit of the 
General Overseer to Central America. I 
hope that you good brethren back home 
will not feel hurt in any way if Brother 
Walker could not for any reason concur 
with you in the dates set for your con- 
ventions during this time. Also I trust 
you will not think he is getting down to 
the point too close in dealing with the 
subject of missions, for we must agrce 
that we have come up short on this line, 
at least we could have done more in most 
cases. And I want you to pray for me. 
The devil has never tempted me to go 
back from serving the Lord, but since 
the Lord has given me a ministry that 
is world-wide in its scope, with its great 
and grave responsibilities attendant, I 
have been sorely tempted to ease out of 
the limelight thrown upon the world- 


stage of evangelism, and follow some 
other line of lesser resistance, perhaps 
settle down to pastor a little church 


somewhere that no one “feels called to.” 
I had just been home long enough last 
time to get acquainted with my little 
baby boy-—who did not know what it 
was all about—then I had to break 
away with some, especially the little ones, 
prostrated with grief. Since the General 
Overseer left me and returned I have 
been affiicted with the real ‘“home-sick 
blues,” if any of you know what that is. 
IN CONCLUSION 

After Brother Walker left me, I con- 
tinued in Guatemala another seventeen 
days, visiting several other places for 
meetings, including the new wark opened 
up to us in the southern part of the Re- 
public near the El Salvador frontier. 
Our work is spread out considerably, it 
being nearly 300 miles in the most di-

rect line of communication between our 
two farthest outposts. This means near- 
ly a four days’ trip by automobile and 
horseback to make the trip, as it is some 
of the most rugged and mountainous 
country to be found anywhere in the 
world. We have a wonderful opportunity 
to do mission work in this country if we 
had a few more good missionaries trained 
in the language. 











From Guatemala I sailed for Panama, 
making a brief port call at La Libertad, 
El Salvador. Arriving at Balboa I met 
and conferred with our representative 
there, who is Brother Boliver De Souza. 
The writer made a visit to this place on 
the return from this world tour last yea: 
and organized a small church. We have 
a regular hall rented for meetings now, 
nd have services at regular intervals in 
the Methodist mission which has opened 
its doors to us. 


While at Balboa I was again accorded 
the free use of the U. S. Army, high- 
powered radio station, and sent a mes- 
sage of greeting to the Evangel readers 
and stated that I would follow up with 
a letter. Continuing through the Pana- 
ma Canal by ship, I disembarked at Cris- 
tobal, where I was recieved as a guest at 
The American Bible Society Missionary 
Home. We are in meeting with our folks 
at Colon, which is just across the line in 
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the Republic of Panama. Brother Joseph 
N. Cumberbatch is in charge of the 
work there, with the writer preaching in 
English and Spanish by sentences, for the 
benefit of the mixed congregation. We 
are closing our meetings here for the 
present, and | am sailing tomorrow D. 
V. on the S. S. “Simon Bolivar” of the 
Royal Netherlands Steamship Line for 
Barbados, making port calls in the Dutch 
West Indies, Colombia, and Venezuela in 
South America, and Trinidad B. W. I. 
From Barbados I take the S. S. “Cuba” 
of the French Line going to Europe. That 
is as far as I have any definite arrange- 
ments made for my itinerary, but it is 
destined to take me on another round- 
the-world tour touching some forty 
countries. We will concentrate our ef- 
forts in places where we have work es- 
tablished or plan to open missions, with 
a view to strengthening our foreign out- 
posts and to find open doors for some of 
our splendid missionaries who are already 
in the making, and will soon expect to 
be sailing the seven seas, if Jesus tarries, 
and as the means are provided. You can 
not jump up nowadays and run ahead to 
launch a work in a given field with noth- 
ing prearranged, that is, generally speak- 
ing. Of course God can make a way, but 
we should not presume upon the will of 
God to work some kind of miracle, when 
it comes to things we are expected to do 
in the natural. The restrictions are so 
great as affects new missionaries enter- 
ing certain fields today, that it virtually 
amounts to a closed door. So we need 
prayer. God bless every one of you. 
There should be something in the mis- 
sionary page each week, so come on, you 
brethren, on the various fields, let us hear 
from you as regards the work of the 
Lord in your corner of the vineyard. I 
will let you hear from me occasionally, 
but I do not want to take up too much 
space, as I want to hear from others of 
you.

determined.” 

How long this period was to last Dan- 
iel did not tell us, but it has lasted al- 
most two thousand years. 

The 27th verse is where we get our 
first information concerning the tribula- 
tion week. “And he shall confirm the 
covenant with many for one week: and 
in the midst of the week he shall cause 
the sacrifice and the oblation to cease, 
and for the overspreading of abomina- 
tions he shall make it desolate, even un- 
til the consummation, and that deter- 
mined shall be poured upon the deso- 
late.” If we notice, this tribulation peri- 
od is divided into two periods of three 
and one-half weeks each. The first peri- 
od is to be a period of deception, the last 
period is to be one of tyranny and mar- 
tyrdom. Dan. 7:25-28, “And he shall 
speak great words against the most 
High, and shall wear out the saints of the 
most High, and think to change times 
and laws: and they shall be given into 
his hand until a time and times and the 
dviding of times.” The 27th and 28th 
verses refer to the destruction of Anti- 
christ and the giving of the kingdom 
over into the hands of the saints by Je- 
sus their great Leader. 

Dan. 11:21-23, “And in his estate 
shall stand up a vile person, to whom 
they shall not give the honour of the 
kingdom: but he shall come in peaceably, 
and obtain the kingdom by flatteries. 
And with the arms of a flood shall they 
be overflown from before him, and shall 
be broken; yea, also the prince of the 
covenant. And after the league made 
with him he shall work deceitfully: for 
he shall come up, and shall become strong 
with a small people.” 

In Dan. 9:27 the time given to Anti- 
christ is seven years, or one week. At 
the time of the rapture and when Anti- 
christ has taken his seat, the Jews will 
have been gathered back to Jerusalem. 
He will make a covenant with them for 
seven years. In fact, he will make a 
league or covenant with every nation 
and in the midst of these seven years the 
Jews find out by his wickedness that he 
is not the Christ. They first accept him 
as their Messiah and it is at this time 
that they break their covenant with him. 
Antichrist makes a demand that every- 
body worship him and in Revelation 13: 
11-16 we have a description of the work- 
ing powers of the false prophet, and 
this abomination spoken of in the 27th 
verse is the changing of the Jewish wor- 
ship from the offering of the lamb to 
that of swine’s flesh which has always 
been held in contemn by the Jews. 

Dan. 11:32 refers to the deception of 
the beast and his flattery but the people 
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that do know their God shall be strong 
and do exploits. The latter part of this 
verse refers to the tribulation saints and 
not to the saints of the rapture. 

Dan. 12:11, 12, “And from the time 
that the daily sacrifice shall be taken 
away, and the abomination that maketh 
desolate set up, there shall be a thousand 
two hundred and ninety days. Blessed is 
he that waiteth, and cometh to the thou- 
sand three hundred and five and thirty 
days.” 

Many people take these scriptures and 
teach that the tribulation is only three 
and one-half years. The first three and 
one-half years is taken up with the rees- 
tablishment of trade and getting every- 
thing on a paying basis. The last three 
years and a half are what is known as the 
period of great tribulation. The beast wiil 
not pay much attention to religion the 
first three and one-half years, but in the 
midst of the week he will make his de- 
cree and claim that he is God. The Jews 
will know better and all Christians ex- 
cept the 144,000 Jews will be - slain. 
From the breaking of the second seal 
(Rev. 6:3, 4) is twelve hundred and 
sixty days, three years and a half, and 
dating from the same event is the period 
of twelve hundred and ninety days, an 
addition of thirty days, Dan. 12:11. 
Again forty-five days are added and with 
them the promise of verse 12. No ac- 
count is directly given of that which oc- 
cupies the interval of the seventy-five 
days between the end of the tribulation 
and the full blessing, but it is supposed 
to be a clean-up period. The beast is de- 
stroyed and the Gentile world dominion 
ends by the smiting of the stone cut out 
without hand. At the end of the twelve 
hundred and sixty days the earth is filled 
with debris and war implements of thz 
beast and his armies. The earth is to be 


made ready for the peaceful reign ot 
Christ and every cannon and_ every 
sword and every war chariot will be 


burned and every bone buried. Ezek. 39: 
13, 

NEW TESTAMENT SCRIPTURES 

CONCERNING THE MAN 
OF SIN 

Paul’s man of sin, 2 Thess. 2:3-8, is 
called the son of perdition. John 5:43, 
“I am come in my Father’s name, and ye 
receive me not: if another shall come in 
his own name, him ye will receive.” Here 
Jesus is giving the Jews to understand 
that they would receive one that would 
come in his own name and this has di- 
rect reference to the man of sin spoken 
of in Rev. 13:1, Many are teaching to- 
day that the Catholic church or the pope 
is Antichrist but the scripture will not 
bear out this teaching. In 1 John 4:3 we 
find that every spirit that confesseth not 
that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is 
not of God and this is the spirit of Anti- 
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christ. Now we know that the Catholic 
church teaches that Jesus was the Son of 
God and that He has come in the flesh. 
They have never denied God. I am not in 
favor of their doctrine and their priestly 
assumption but according to their belief 
and according to the Word of God the 
pope nor the Catholic organization could 
be Antichrist. 

Protestant commentaries insist that the 
papal system is described in Rev. 17:4, 5 
under the figure of a woman arrayed in 
purple and scarlet, decked with gold and 
precious stones and pearls. This is true, 
but this woman, the mother of harlots, 
riding on the scarlet colored beast is rep- 
resented by many theologians to be Anti- 
christ. Now if the beast she rides on is 
Antichrist then the woman cannot be 
Antichrist because they are separate and 
do not signify the same thing. The wom- 
an does represent the Catholic church 
who will finally give her power to the 
beast and she has the wine of the blood 
of the martyrs; but the beast is spoken 
of as a person and the Bible plainly tells 
us where he will come from. 

In Rev. 11:7, “And when they shall 
have finished their testimony, the beast 
that ascendeth out of the bottomless pit 
shall make war against them, and shall 
overcome them, and kill them.” Here 
Jesus plainly states to John that the 
beast will come out of the bottomless pit. 

Rev. 17:8, “The beast that thou saw- 
est was, and is not; and shall ascend out 
of the bottomless pit, and go into perdi- 
tion: and they that dwell on the earth 
shall wonder, whose names were not 
written in the book of life from the 
foundation of the world, when they be- 
hold the beast that was, and is not, and 
yet is.” Here we have another reference 
of the beast coming out of the bottom- 
less pit. 

In studying the history of many true 
authors we find that this man of sin 
spoken of here is one of the seven kings 
and Eusebius and Seiss tell us that he 
was Antiochus Epiphanes and was an 
Assyrian king. All four of these king- 
doms finally reverted back and cui- 
minated into the Roman kingdom and it 
is believed by many that the revival of 
the Roman Fascist movement that seems 
now destined to sweep the world will 
finally have as its emblem the ax and 
bundle of sticks which was the emblem 


of Antiochus Epiphanes. Many are 
teaching today that Mussolini is the 
beast; some think that Hitler is the 


beast. I do not believe that any of these 
rulers that are in power today is the 
man of sin spoken of in the Bible, but I 
believe they are forerunners, and especial- 
ly two of them have every earmark of 
Antichrist. The entire world is heading 
up under this awful power. Antichrist 
will not come denouncing religion as 
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some believe but he will come with a 
mild form, or, in other words, in his 
government he will allow the Jews and 
Christians to worship God during the 
first three years and a half. 

To say the least of it, with the con- 
fusion that is now in every nation in the 
world and with the study of the great 
men in every government to solve the 
problems and to make reconciliation be- 
tween labor and capital and the setting 
aside of heartfelt religion by the mil- 
lions who profess to know God, is noth- 
ing more than the index finger pointing 
to the coming of the man of sin, Rev. 
6:1, 2.

The best proof that the rapture has 
taken place before this tribulation week 
begins is in the fourth and fifth chap- 
ters of Revelation. There is not a seal 
broken up to the sixth chapter. The 
breaking of the first seal brings Anti- 
christ and the raptured saints are pic- 
tured around the throne of God in these 
two chapters, four and five, before the 
first seal is broken. It is three years and 
a half from the breaking of the first 
seal to the breaking of the second seal. 
“Horse” in the Scripture represents pow- 
er and this red horse takes peace from the 
earth. The sixth chapter of Revelation 
takes up the scenes up to the breaking 
of the sixth seal. In the seventh chapter, 
verses 1-3, an angel comes out and calls 
a halt to all the destruction that the 
breaking of the seals have brought, un- 
til God can seal the remnant of His peo- 
ple, verses 4-8. These are all Jews and it 
is believed by many that this sealing is 
the real Holy Ghost. As the beast places 
a mark on his subjects, so God seals His. 
Eph. 1:13 and 4:30 speaks of the sealing 
of the Holy Ghost, This is enough to 
prove that the Holy Ghost is spoken of 
as a seal and it is thought by many that 
this is the same sealing that the 144,000 
Jews received and they are kept by God’s 
power from the beast until God has ful- 
filled His plan and brought to pass the 
destruction of the beast and his powers. 

The two witnesses spoken of in Rev. 
11:3 preach the everlasting gospel to the 
tribulation saints and many receive their 
message and in turn give their lives. 
Many teach today that Revelation is all 
figurative but every scene spoken of 
from the sixth chapter to the nineteenth 
is literal. There are some few things that 
may be termed figurative but hail and 
the bitter water, the smiting of the sun, 
the falling of the stars, the opening of 
the bottomless pit, and the armies that 
come out, which are demons and torment 
men, the slaying of the third part of all 
the living things on earth, certainly are 
real happenings. This will be an awful 
time as the beast has sealed his subjects 
and they have to worship him in order 
to buy and sell or to live, but when 
these awful calamities are poured out ev- 
erything that hasn’t the Lord’s seal will 
suffer from these awful things. It is 
then that those living will realize what 
it means to have the sealing of the Lord. 
The standard is true holiness for all who 
escape these awful things during the 
tribulation week. Not only those who are 
in the first resurrection must be blessed 
and holy but those who are able to stand 
during the tribulation week. They are 
called the gleanings of the harvest and 
will be gathered up to heaven after the 
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death of the two prophets in the last half 
of the tribulation week, and will descend 
on the clouds of heaven with Jesus to 
reign a thousand years, Rev. 11:16. 

In Rev. 15:2-4 we have the descrip- 
tion of those who had gotten the victory 
over the beast and they stood as it were 
on a sea of glass and sang the song of 
Moses and the song of the Lamb. It is 
believed by many that only the tribula- 
tion saints will be able to sing this new 
song around the throne. The 144,000 
who have been kept by the power of God 
no doubt will be able to join them as 
they sing this song. As they listen and 
long for deliverance the music breaks 
through the clouds and they join in the 
chorus of the song of the Lamb, and as 
Jesus descends on the clouds of heaven 
and the holy hosts triumph over the horse 
and his rider, Antichrist, it is then that 
perfect redemption will be restored to 
the earth and all the inhabitants thereor 


will be holy.
